very unploasant things have bhapponed
whioh 1t 1o 2o well 10 Jobk in the face. First In
importance, and closely conneccted with the
othor two, comes thoe speeeh of Mr, Sumner in
the Ameriean Bennte.

When the twenty thousand Inborors, promised
and glven by Bald Pacha, were taken nway by
the two SBnltans, Tarkish and English, at Con-
stantinople, human ingonuity alded by steam
came to the rescnc of M, de Lesseps, and M. La-
valiny's Iron glants have done well the work of
many thousands of men.

**M. do Lessgps hoas doseribed this more graphil-
onlly than any other could when lecturing ot
Paris the other day, on his return frowm a visit |
he hnd just mude o bis eanal.,  Refertine to the
resnlts of one month's work, from the 15th July |
to 1I5th Auvgust last, he says I dure say few
among you will realize what s representod by
this enormous quuntity Of exeavation. Wern
this placed in the Place Vendome, it would fill
the whole square, and by five thnes the height
of the honges, Or laid out between the Are de
Triomphe and the Place de Iy Concorde, it would
cover the entire lepgth and breadeh of the Aveuue
desa Champs Elvsoes, while reaching to the
height of the trees on elther side, o distance
clltml toa mile and a quarter. In dredeing the
Clyde, it took twenty-one years o execobe throe
and n half times the amonnt the « ompany docea
in one month; and ot Toulon the spine results as
on the Clyde were obtalned In nine yoars,'”

—Mr, Charles A. Munger discourses thus ahout

the Prince in Ausiralin, was fmbued with as
noble and patriotic feclings ns Larkin, Allen,
| nnd O'Brien were,” which Is probubly (rue,
Warren and others mado similor spoeches, which
appear to bave been recelved In oaovory en-
thusingtic mapner., Add to these incidents
the murders, sgravinn or  otherwise, which
have very ferently  ocenrrod in Ire-
lnnd, and 1 must, we think, be admitted
that matter enough exists to make us feel un-
comfortable, to sav the least of it.. The insults
and threats levelled ot us from the other side

strains of the celestinl anthem were stealing
upon your ear:—such a quartette would these
dear American birds have gung for you, One
wonld have curolled to you of the orchard,

almost miraculous artist—(marvellous st least,
%0 far as [hellity and amount of work are con-
cerned)—ineluding figure-pleces from Dante and
from the Midswmomer Night's Ihream—Rossiod |
in his bed after death, and two very beantiful
forest gcenes—all these being ubout six or eight
feet igh, One might think that Dore's pencil |
drawings might have occnpled any one man for |
o lietime, but to sce these enormons and elabo- |
rite works in oil, golng on simultancously, one's
wonder grows in proportion to their square
feet, But for the janitor's assurance that no
one but the master hims=elf touched the canvas, |
we might guess that a large partof the work |
was done by pupils.  Dore himself is o surprise,
for hie 1s, apparently, still on the sunny side of
thirty-five. In feature he is not very nulike
Thomns Nast, whose pencll comes nearest on
our side to thnt of the French prodigy. Mr.
Daore recelved us with that guiet and unpretend-
ing manner which marks the modesty of true
merit; and though we avolded usiag minutes that
must b money-—and much money—io a mun
who enn do such things as he dees, yet he kindly
explained the chief points in his recent works,
in o siiople and sengible fashlon, and gave us the
Impression that he was a true son of genine, And
yet even o novice may guess that his drowings
are not all faultless,.”

Whatever elso
they do, they invarinbly do three things—they
acknowledee the existence of their diticul-
ties, take their measure, and march straight
up o them with o clear determination in their
own miods ps to the Kind and degree of resist-
nnee which Lln"\' mesn 1 opposa 1o them.
